DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections '35 use §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A i^rson shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected xmder 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takahashi et al 
(U.S. Patent No, 6,462,905). 

With respect to Claims 1-15, Takahashi et al, Figures 1-4, teach a tape cartridge 1 
comprising a reel 2; a brake member 4 mounted at the reel; the brake member including a disc 
portion 41 provided at a mounting side thereof and a rim portion (outer most top edge of 41) 
provided at a side of the brake member which is opposite to the mounting side thereof; and a 
guidance structure 27,39 capable of guiding an outer periphery of the moxmting side disc portion 
and capable of guiding the rim portion; wherein the guidance structure is provided at the reel 2; 
the guidance structure conqjrises a plurality of engaging protrusions (Fig. 3).
